. GREGORY, 

The autobiography of the former Governor, 
of Ceylon, edited by Lady Gregoiy, has at- 
tracted a goud deal of attention at Peas, and 
is interesting reading even for tha general 
roader to. whom Sir W, Gregory was an up- 
known personage, The nationality of the 
writer, however, peeps ont in acyoral queer 
stories that are told in the bock, The fol- 
lowing are taken from the review of the 
London Standard:

Ha had a greseeuncle, who waaroured by 
4 misfortare in bis military oars, and be- 
oume a recluse, 

‘Bis marriage aleo sfieoted his course of. 
life. The young lady wan at a school when 
he met her; he contrived to take her away, 
and she lived with‘him in man's clothes in 
the proeent steward’s house at Chole till his 
fathor died. When the fear of offending 
him was removed be immediately married 
the lady, who thenceforth dropped the name 
by which she wae known of “Jnok the 
Sailor.” I remember eeeing her when 9 boy, 
aod being greatly‘atruck by her profusion of 
black, well-oiled); ‘ourle, When we first 
came to Coole war used to heer from all 
quartere stories of her generosity ond kind.

however, and her ‘blameless life after mar- 
riage could not make amends inthe eyes of 
my grandmother, Lady. Anne, for her early 
indieorstion.’

By ‘Srovxcncy, in Land and Water, 


The question haa often been discused 
whether a pony Ikes ordistikes polo, and, 
to arate from appearances onli, it seemane 
toral that a puny should hitethe wamdy When 
We consilar the page at whioh he ta made 
to xo. and the tursa and wrenghes he gits, 
and in addition to these the wooidental but 
inevitable blow from tha ball or frers the 
sticks of the players, it ocrlainly would not 
be surprising if the game Were not popular 
in what a contemprary calls the ‘pony 
world.” But it must nut. be forgutten that 
the horaeia unduuhlediy a sporteman, and 
that from the day when he oalled in the ae- 
distanos of man Agaiuet the alag he basal- 
ways etjuyed a goud gallon, Perhapa, tak- 
ing into consideration the way in whieh his 
partner, man, haa detrluped the clase, the 
hores, Loving hunting we he does, hes not 
been’ wholly a loser by tho arrangement, 
At all events, wo. muy be cartain the, idea 
thatthe action ot the lwras in the memorable 
instance related by Hsop-created a slavery 
instead of an honourible partnership with 
mankind would be scouted<by the hore, 
For, as I havo’ said, the horse ia a keen 
aportsman, and there can be no doubt that 
ponies often developa real liking for anda 
considerable comprehonaian of tha game of 
polo, To take ao inetanoe from my own 
stable, A few yearn bock E had a mare 
that might have been ridden without a bridle 
when once she wasin tha game, Tha in- 
stant ber rider hit a backhander ghe war 
round, and, if anything, she was too eeger 
to be on the ball; While when'she and her 
partner got run she steadied herself a little 
before each atroke, darting furward.at full 
speed directly the bull waa hit, A stable 
companion of the same mare was also £ind 
of the game, and was so kean that he hed 
to be ridden in 6 muzzle, ashe coatd sot 
bear to be passed, and would Jay hold 
of any part of the man or pony racing with 
him for the ball, The curious thing - about 
thie was that he had heen a perfect pulo 
pony for years, and it wae only when he 
began to lose hie turn of speed from age 
that he took to this plan of retaining hir 
pride of place. ‘Ihe ame pony was a great 
stickler for his rights. He nad, somehow 
or other, grasped the fact that ten minutes 
was the proper time to play in a fast timo, 
and, with tho wonderfal instinct sa meny 
aniaals possess, he knew when the time was 
up. If he was asked to gallop longer, back 
wont his cers, hin tues stuck into the ground 
and be progreased bya series of stiity Juops 
that were not orly-cotieely aolike bis uaual 
atyle but were extrematy uncomfortable to 
the rider. If this hint wera not taken he then 
stood still aod rearedstraight up, a vice he 
never indulged in on other oaoasions. 
I found, howevor, that with regard to thie 
his wind had ite finite, and that if I took 
him of the ground, diamounted, and got up 
the other side he was decsiyed, and xis 
good for another ten minutes, One other 
pony I had that atrongiy objected to be ed, 
and she could generally esoape from any mon 
except her own attendant, and even he was 
sometimes caught napping. Her method of 
getting free was to hang back and crawl 
slong till ahe bad s eufficiont amount of bri- 
dle orslack rope out, then rearing up and 
atriking sharply with a fore toot at the brok 
of the man, who, takes by surprise, would 
tore often than aot let gothe bridle. Gene. 
rally on these occasions sho would make hor 
way home, except on polo days, when she 
always trotted straight tothe ground. But 
whether led or left toher own devices, the 
littl: mare waa always ready for polo. 

In spite of this and many anvthor instance 
Toould quote thereare ponies which hate 
polo, just ae there are horaes—and men too, 
for (be matter of that—that bate huntiog, 
Buch ponies are saldum of much use, for an 
ill-diepozed animal be sountlesa ways of 
thwarting hisriges rest bya ahurp 
twiat gallop over the ball, or he may averte 
88 avon as the stick is raised, or by execut- 
ing a series of bounds jast oa his master or 
rider is preparing tohit be may balk the 
aim. Again, though this is rere, he may 
atrike at the ball witha fure foot, or cow- 
kick at the stick as it swings round, But 
even this by no means exhauste the cate- 
logue to the tricks of the pony that does not 
like polo. He, or more often sha— for ss 
good mares make the best of polo ponies 1 
bud ones are the most cunning—may refuse 
to help you at ea pisoh, acd when you are 
anzious to keep ahead, or at leant to be near 
enough to hustle an adversary, deoline to 
act, and inatead of going furward at the ori- 
tical moment you suddenly seem to be fall 
apeed astern as the other man dashes ov. 
Then you hear the voice of your ‘ bad,’ 
‘ Ride him off. Du fur goodaeas’ sake gallep, 
ot go homo,’ and spcch ie usoless, though 
your whole will is ouncentrated on galloping 
if you only could, Besides, do you not know 
that from the polo pavilion she wes watohiog 
for you to distinguish-yoursulf, and that she 
will now go baols to tra and gossip with the 
seoret opioion that you are not balf the 
player you made yourself out to be P What 
bouts it that it was the pony’s fault P Tf you 
gay so no one will balieve you, and it sounds 
mean to lay the blaie on your dumb part- 
ner. 

But, it may be asked, what ia the reason, 
if ponies like the game, that there are com- 
paratively so few really good at it? The 
Texson undoubtedly ia that their early tralo- 
10g ie negleoted or tuft to chanoe, “A pony 
should be taught slowly, step by step, aud 
brought into the game by degrees. A first. 
rate polo pony, with speed, tempor, and 
courage, requires far more careful trainiog 
than it usually getr, How often does a man 
buy a pony, put a seddle on him, seize « 
atick, and etart in a members’ game hafore 
he knows aoything of: hia mount? If bo 
have good luck, and the pony is not bit 
either by himself or any one elec, he: may 
get on.-all right, and then he will be so 
delighted with hia parchasa that he will 
probably play bim ‘another ten,’ and a 
week or two later ride bint in a match or 
handicap tournament. The pony, nob in 
conditiun, and not quite sure whetber he 
likes pulo or natyis galloped out for’ ten 
minntes and -encdnnged ‘with a blow or 
two from 6 stick or a hit with the balloo 
the shins, The next time.he plays cunning, 
atops, shies off the ball, and gets mora atick, 
till he comes off the ground with that rooted 
dislike to polo that his long memory and the 
existence of that family obstinacy ao notive~ 
able in bis near relations, the donkey aod 
the mule, make it a.very diffcalt thing to 


them. up youreélf, 
ly get thei right. 
A man of small meana bat. fair judgment 
may often find himeolf thé owner of «a puto 
pony of unsuspected excellence by purchae- 
ing an animal. that polls, not ane that docs
